Mayoral  Candidates  Attend  Forum  on  Race

Nine  mayoral  candidates  met  at  Rox- 
bury  Community  College  on  June  28  to 
discuss  their  positions  on  race,  dis¬ 
crimination,  and  prejudice  in  a  forum 
sponsored  by  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  and  the  Urban  League.  About 
100  people  attended. 

Andrew  Caffrey,  the  State  House  cor¬ 
respondent  for  WBUR,  served  as 
moderator,  asking  questions  answered 
by  two-minute  statements  by  each  can¬ 
didate. 

The  first  question  posed  was  what 
each  candidate  would  do  to  reduce  racial 


segregation  in  the  city’s  neighborhoods, 
which  is  due  in  part  to  the  policies  of 
bankers  and  real  estate  brokers. 

"We  have  to  bring  people  together," 
said  Mickey  Roache,  the  former  com¬ 
missioner  of  the  Boston  Police.  "We 
have  to  break  down  the  fear." 

He  said  members  of  minority  com¬ 
munities  have  to  feel  confident  that 
violence  won’t  occur  before  they’d  be 
willing  to  move  into  new  neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

"The  tightness  of  our  neighborhoods 
is  both  a  blessing  and  a  curse,"  said  John 
Nucci,  a  Boston  city  councilor,  who  this 


week  withdrew  from  the  mayoral  con¬ 
test.  On  one  hand,  the  tightness  of  a 
community  leads  to  neighborhood  spirit 
and  pride,  and  on  the  other  hand,  it  leads 
to  the  message  that  others  are  not  wel¬ 
come,  he  said. 

Jamaica  Plain  resident  Jim  Murray 
said  he  never  knew  about  integrated 
neighborhoods  when  he  was  growing  up, 
but  as  he  rides  the  Orange  Line  to  work, 
he  sees  that  different  kinds  of  people  get 
on  and  off  at  different  stops.  He  said  he 
would  keep  the  fair  housing  commission 
strong.

Exhibit  Documents 
China’s  Labor  Camps 


Every  time  Catherine  Ho  sips  a  cup 
of  Chinese  tea  in  her  home  in  Connec¬ 
ticut,  she  is  frightened  to  think  about 
where  it  came  from.  "It  drives  me  crazy," 
says  Ho,  who  spent  21  years  in  a  Chinese 
labor  camp  for  refusing  to  renounce  her 
Roman  Catholic  religion.  "I  often 
wonder  if  the  tea  I’m  drinking  is  from  a 
forced  Chinese  labor  camp." 

"You  can’t  tell  by  the  label  if  it’s  from 
the  labor  camps  or  regular  factories," 
said  Ho,  who  was  in  Boston  last  week  to 
speak  at  a  two  day  State  House  exhibit 
on  China’s  "Laogai"  or  forced  labor 
camps.  She  believes  that  many  products 
made  in  Chinese  labor  camps  -  such  as 


tools,  silk  and  tea  -  are  being  imported 
into  this  country. 

Ho’s  fear  is  justified.  She  spent  much 
of  her  prison  time  working  on  a  tea  farm 
in  China  and  still  seems  emotionally 
affected  when  she  recalls  those  years.  It 
was  her  faith,  she  says,  that  helped  her 
survive  that  part  of  her  life  and  recalls  at 
one  point  feeling  so  disheartened  that 
she  simply  wanted  her  life  to  end.  "At 
that  time  I  prayed  god  to  let  me  die 
because  the  suffering  was  too  terrible  to 
bear,"  says  Ho,  who  adds  that  the  US  is 
the  only  place  where  she  feels  safe  now.

The  Coalition  to  Protect  Parcel  C  for 
Chinatown  is  planning  to  hold  a  com¬ 
munity  referendum  on  the  New  England 
Medical  Center’s  plan  to  build  a  455-car 
parking  garage  on  Parcel  C  in  return  for 
$1.8  million  in  community  benefits. 

Lydia  Lowe,  co-chairperson  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association  and  a 
member  of  the  Coalition,  said  last  week 
that  the  group  plans  to  "call  for  a  com¬ 
munity-based  plebiscite  on  the  issue.” 
The  group  formally  announced  the  plan 
at  a  press  conference  held  at  the  Chinese 
Consolidated  Benevolent  Association 
on  Thursday. 

The  Chinatown/South  Cove  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  recommended  the 
hospital  proposal  by  a  12  to  2  margin 
and  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  (BRA)  has  also  given  the 
project  tentative  approval. 

Some  members  of  the  community, 
however,  are  unhappy  with  the  BRA’s 
decision  to  approve  the  plan  for  the  Oak 
Street  land  and  have  since  formed  the 
Coalition  to  oppose  it,  which  still  must 
receive  final  approval  from  the  BRA. 
They  contend  that  city-owned  Parcel  C 
was  originally  set  aside  by  the  city  as  the 
site  for  a  community  center  and  that  it 
should  still  be  used  for  a  community 
purpose. 

They  also  suggest  that  the  $1.82  mil¬ 
lion  the  Medical  Center  is  offering  the 
community  is  not  adequate  compensa¬ 
tion  for  the  loss  of  one  of  the  last  pieces 
of  land  located  in  the  residential  district 
of  Chinatown.  They  now  say  that  the 
land  should  be  kept  for  community  use. 

The  community  committee  that 
originally  negotiated  the  Parcel  C  issue 


with  the  Medical  Center  had  asked  for  a 
$3.5  million  community  benefit  but  the 
hospital  rejected  that  amount  as  too 
high. 

Some  residents  also  oppose  the 
garage  itself,  contending  that  it  will 
generate  more  traffic  congestion  and 
pollution,  though  people  supporting 
the  plan  say  this  would  not  be  the  case 
and  that  the  $1.8  million  is  the  best  deal 
the  community  can  hope  for  given  cur¬ 
rent  economic  conditions. 

While  the  Coalition  has  criticized 
both  the  Neighborhood  Council  and  the 
BRA  for  supporting  the  plan,  saying 
their  decision  doesn’t  represent  the 
wishes  of  the  community,  those  or¬ 
ganizations  have  suggested  that  the 
Coalition’s  opposition  to  the  plan  rep¬ 
resents  a  minority  point  of  view. 

The  referendum,  said  Lowe,  would 
"give  everybody  a  chance  to  say  what 
they  think"  and  given  the  Coalition  the 
chance  to  show  that  their  position  is  a 
popular  one  in  Chinatown  and  not  that 
of  a  small  but  vocal  group.  In  calling  for 
a  referendum,  the  Coalition  has  also 
decided  "to  ask  the  city  to  recognize  the 
voice  of  the  people." 

"If  they’re  not  going  to  recognize  it 
we’re  going  to  have  to  look  at  it  [again]," 
she  said.  "We  would  respect  what  the 
community  decides  and  we  would  ask 
the  city  to  do  the  same." 

Lowe  said  details  of  the  referendum 
have  not  yet  been  worked  out  but  sug¬ 
gested  that  it  would  take  place  some¬ 
where  in  Chinatown,  probably  in  the 
fall.  The  group  also  has  not  yet  decided 
on  who  will  be  eligible  to  vote  in  the 
referendum.

Interview:  Democracy  Activist 
Shen  Tong’s  Face-Off  with  China 


When  democracy  activist 
Shen  Tong  went  to  China  last 
year,  he  was  testing  China’s 
tolerance  for  free  speech  and 
public  criticism.  Predictably,  the 
Chinese  Government  failed, 
reacting  to  Shen’s  boldness  by  ar¬ 
resting  him  and  a  number  of 
people  he  spoke  with  in  the 
course  of  his  journey. 

While  most  overseas  Chinese 
students  in  recent  years  have 
been  content  to  speak  about 
democracy  -  if  at  all  -  from 
abroad,  Shen  was  willing  to 


boldly  challenge  the  Chinese 
Government  on  its  home  turf  to 
see  if  its  deeds  reflect  its  words. 
While  the  Government  has 
repeatedly  claimed  that  it  was 
safe  for  Chinese  students  to 
return  home,  that  safety,  as 
Shen’s  case  has  proven,  depends 
on  the  willingness  of  students  to 
keep  quiet  and  refrain  from 
questioning  the  authority  of  the 
Chinese  Communist  Party. 

It  was  also  predictable  that 
some  in  the  Chinese  overseas 
community  -  often  prone  to  in¬ 


ternal  argument  -  would  criticize 
Shen  for  his  efforts,  charging 
that  he  had  endangered  the  fled¬ 
gling  underground  democracy 
movement  in  China  and  caused 
the  arrest  of  a  number  of 
democracy  activists.  They 
charged  that  Shen’s  name  recog¬ 
nition  in  the  West  and  support  by 
the  international  community 
would  save  him  from  prison, 
while  other  less  known  figures 
would  feel  the  full  force  of  the 
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Shen  Tong  in  Newton.

Referendum 
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They  initially  suggest  that  "residents 
and  the  community  at  large"  could  vote, 
though  there  is  also  the  possibility  that 
separate  vote  tallies  would  be  made  for 
residents  and  non-residents.  The  Coali¬ 
tion  would  possibly  be  seeking  "some 
way  of  tallying  the  residents  specifical¬ 
ly,"  she  said. 

The  Coalition  has  also  retained  a 
lawyer,  Elaine  Tung,  whose  firm  has  of¬ 
fered  her  services  probono. 

The  Coalition  will  also  hold  a 
fundraising  event  July  19  from  6  pm  to 
7:30  pm  at  the  Josiah  Quincy  School  in 
Chinatown.  Proceeds  from  the  event, 
which  will  include  song  and  dance  per¬ 
formances,  will  go  toward  covering 
Coalition  expenses,  such  as  printing  and 
copying  information  bulletins.

Forum 
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Another  challenging  question  of  the 
night  came  when  Caffrey  asked  the  can¬ 
didates  how  they  would  address  the  40 
percent  unemployment  rate  found 
among  young  black  men  and  where 
funds  to  find  work  for  them  would  come 
from.  He  questioned  whether  it  would 
come  from  public  or  private  resources. 

City  councilor  Thomas  Menino  said 
he  would  use  existing  mechanisms  to 
create  vocational  job  training  programs 
and  create  special  neighborhood 
employment  offices  to  help  place  young 
men  in  jobs.  Additionally,  he  said  he 
would  ask  Boston’s  large  corporations 
to  hire  kids  from  Boston  schools. 

Maceo  Dixon,  a  candidate  from  the 
Socialist  Workers’  Party,  said  efforts  to 
end  unemployment  cannot  be  limited  to 
blacks  but  should  be  extended  to  all  un¬ 
employed  people.  He  said  he  would 
fight  for  radical  changes  such  as  a  shor¬ 
tened  30-hour  work  week  with  40-hour 
pay.  He  said  such  a  policy  would  force 
employers  to  hire  more  people. 

Dixon  also  said  he  supported  public 
works  projects  paid  for  by  banks  and 
large  corporations  as  well  as  strong  af¬ 
firmative  action  laws. 

State  representative  James  Brett  said 
he  supported  the  proposed  megaplex 
sports  and  convention  center  project, 
which  would  provide  many  jobs  for  Bos¬ 
ton  residents.  He  also  said  he  also 
wanted  to  work  with  the  banks  to 
generate  a  capital  pool  for 
entrepreneurs  wanting  to  start  new  busi¬ 
nesses. 

City  councilor  Bruce  Bolling  said  he 
wanted  to  create  jobs  with  a  future  that 
provide  both  self-respect  and  good 
wages.  He  said  he  wanted  to  enforce 
laws  compelling  employers  to  hire  Bos¬ 
ton  residents. 

"It’s  people  in  my  community  who 
have  been  victimized,"  Bolling  said.  "If 
you’re  going  to  do  business  in  Boston, 
you’re  going  to  have  to  do  business  with 
us.  We’re  getting  something  out  of  the 
deal,  too." 

City  councilor  Rosaria  Salerno  said 
she  wanted  to  form  a  committee  com¬ 
prised  of  Boston’s  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  city’s  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce,  and  labor  union  officials  to 
develop  job  training  and  vocational  and 
business  education  programs. 

Salerno  said  75  percent  of  the  jobs 
created  by  the  megaplex  project  should 
go  to  Boston  residents,  and  all  of  the 
related  concessions  -  pretzels,  drinks, 
and  such  -  must  go  to  Boston  businesses. 

She  also  proposed  a  $10  million 
revolving  loan  fund  to  provide  money 
for  people  who  want  to  start  new  busi¬ 
nesses. 

The  biotech  industry  is  the  new  age," 
said  Suffolk  County  sheriff  Bob  Rufo. 
He  also  proposed  lowering  the  in¬ 
dustrial  tax  rate  to  attract  new  factory 


businesses  and  encouraging  programs 
such  as  Youthbuild,  a  program  where 
young  people  learn  about  construction 
as  they  build  a  shelter  for  homeless 
youths. 

Additionally,  Rufo  said  Boston 
should  take  steps  to  bring  more  tourists 
to  the  city. 

Roache  said  he  also  saw  the  biotech 
field  as  a  source  of  new  jobs  for 
everyone,  especially  the  medical  instru¬ 
ment  and  pharmaceutical  industries. 

Nucci  said  non-profit  teaching  hospi¬ 
tals  should  be  forced  to  contribute  more 
toward  training  people  to  work  in  the 
allied  health  professions  in  jobs  such  as 
nurse  technicians. 

Murray  said  there  was  still  hope  for 
more  traditional  forms  of  work.  "I  still 
believe  we  can  attract  more  labor-inten¬ 
sive  industry,"  he  said. 

He  stressed  that  corporations  should 
be  encouraged  to  stay  in  Boston,  citing 
as  an  example  the  departure  of  the  Digi¬ 
tal  Equipment  Corp.  from  Roxbury. 
After  offering  many  inducements  for 
them  to  come,  Digital  ultimately  left, 
leaving  the  community  with  nothing,  he 
said.  "We’ll  have  to  keep  businesses  as 
well  as  be  attractive  to  them." 

A  few  candidates  stayed  behind  after 
the  forum  to  answer  a  question  posed  by 
the  Sampan.  It  turned  out  that  in  two 
hours  of  talking,  Asian  Americans  were 
only  mentioned  twice  -  once  by  Bolling 
and  once  by  Murray  -  and  only  in  pass¬ 
ing. 

The  Sampan  asked  how  the  needs  of 
Asian  Americans  could  be  addressed. 

Bolling  said  the  depth  of  diversity  in 
Boston  is  increasing,  to  the  point  where 
there  are  many  different  groups  even 
within  the  black  community,  including 
Caribbean  blacks,  American  born 
blacks,  and  immigrants  from  African 
countries.  He  said  his  office  would  be 
open  and  receptive  to  the  needs  of  all 
people. 

Roache  said  he  has  followed  the 
Vietnamese  community  since  1981 
when  he  discovered  they  were  not  filing 
police  reports.  He  said  he  took  an  inter¬ 
preter,  knocked  on  some  doors,  and  dis¬ 
covered  that  the  Vietnamese  were  being 
harassed  by  a  group  of  white  men,  who 
were  later  arrested. 

Roache  said  he  has  done  a  lot  of  out¬ 
reach  to  the  Asian  community  and  has 
worked  to  recruit  Asian  officers. 

Murray  said  he  was  not  happy  with 
the  Parcel  C  situation  in  Chinatown.  He 
noted  that  the  Chinatown  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Council,  unique  in  the  fact  that  not 
all  of  its  members  live  in  Chinatown, 
seems  to  have  forgotten  the  feelings  of 
the  residents.  He  said  the  parcel  should 
be  kept  for  community  use.

Chinese  "Gulag"  is  the  work  of  Hongda 
Harry  Wu,  a  former  camp  inmate  who 
visited  China  in  1991  and  filmed  and 
investigated  a  number  of  labor  camps. 
He  wrote  a  book  entitled  "Laogai:  The 
Chinese  Gulag,"  which  offers  an  over¬ 
view  of  China’s  extensive  forced-labor 
prison  system.  Wu’s  investigations  have 
also  led  to  the  creation  of  a  list  of  China- 
made  products  believed  to  have  been 
made  in  forced  labor  camps  that  will  be 
stopped  from  entering  the  country. 

The  exhibit  was  sponsored  by  state 
Senator  Lois  Pines,  who  wants  to  let  the 
public  know  more  about  China’s  forced- 
labor  prisons  and  the  products  entering 
the  US  that  may  have  been  produced  in 
them.  She  also  hopes  to  rally  support  for 
state  Senate  Bill  1259,  which  was  intro¬ 
duced  by  Pines  and  would  bar  vendors 
from  selling  to  the  state  any  goods  made 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  forced  labor. 

Wu,  who  also  spoke  at  the  exhibit,  is 
currently  a  research  fellow  at  the 
Hoover  Institution  at  Stanford  univer¬ 
sity  and  director  of  the  Laogai  Research 
Foundation.  He  spent  almost  20  years  in 
forced  labor  camps  for  speaking  out 
against  the  Soviet  invasion  of  Hungary 
in  1956.  Labelled  a  "rightist"  by  Com¬ 
munist  Party  authorities,  Wu  was  jailed 
in  1959  and  sentenced  to  life  imprison¬ 
ment  in  1960.  He  came  from  a  banker 
family  and  was  also  a  Catholic,  so  he  had 
two  strikes  against  him,  he  says. 

While  Communist  authorities  prefer 
to  think  of  the  labor  camps  as  "re-educa¬ 
tion"  camps,  Wu  points  out  that  the 
government’s  idea  of  re-education 
"means  brainwashing."  Wu  sketched  a 
labor  camp  picture  in  which  inmates 
labored  for  14  hours  per  day  and  were 
tortured  if  they  couldn’t  meet  their 
production  quotas. 

"Until  today  people  of  the  world 
weren’t  really  aware  that  there’s  a  huge 
concentration  camp  system  in  China," 
said  Wu,  who  worked  in  coal  mines  and 
cotton  fields  until  his  release  in  1979. 
Since  the  publication  of  his  book  about 
the  camps,  Wu  has  been  banned  from 
China. 

Wu  pointed  out  that  China  is  reaping 
huge  benefits  from  its  $1  billion  worth 
of  trade  with  the  US  and  that  some  of 
the  products  it  is  selling  here  are  being 
produced  by  "slave"  labor. 

Since  1959,  Wu  estimates  that  50  mil¬ 
lion  people  have  been  in  Laogai  camps. 
He  said  that  about  10  million  people, 
including  both  political  prisoners  and 
criminals,  remain  incarcerated  in  the  es¬ 
timated  3,000  labor  camps  in  the  Laogai 


system  today.  "The  Chinese  Govern¬ 
ment  always  lies  to  the  world  and  they’ve 
lied  since  1949,"  said  Wu  of  the  Chinese 
Government’s  denial  of  the  extent  of  the 
country’s  labor  camp  system. 

Wu  pointed  out  that  measures  are 
being  taken  to  stop  the  import  of  prison- 
made  products.  He  said,  for  example, 
that  a  Michigan  company  was  recently 
fined  $75,000  and  given  120  days  to  re¬ 
export  Chinese  prison-made  pressing 
machines.  He  also  noted  that  under  con¬ 
ditions  attached  to  the  US’s  renewal  of 
China’s  most-favored-nation  trading 
status  this  year,  products  made  in  forced 
labor  camps  are  banned  from  entering 
the  country. 

Ho  said  she  was  imprisoned  because 
she  was  a  member  of  the  Catholic 
Legion  of  Mary  missionary  organiza¬ 
tion.  In  the  mid  1950s,  at  the  time  she 
was  jailed,  she  estimates  that  about  700 
Catholics  were  arrested  in  Shanghai  and 
perhaps  several  thousand  in  China.  "I 
refused  to  renounce  the  holy  father  and 
the  priests  and  bishops,"  she  said,  ex¬ 
plaining  that  they  tried  to  "brainwash" 
her  by  forcing  her  to  study  communist 
propaganda. 

Ho  recalls  being  held  in  small, 
crowded  and  bug-infested  prison  cells. 
Food  was  always  of  poor  quality  and  in 
short  supply.  "We  worked  12  hours  a 
day,"  she  said.  "The  guards  of  the  labor 
camp  forced  you  to  work  the  whole  day 
like  a  slave." 

"There  are  still  lots  of  labor  camps  in 
China,"  said  Ho,  who  teaches  in  a 
Chinese  school  in  Connecticut  now.  "I 
talk  not  for  myself  but  for  the  thousands 
of  Catholics  who  lived  my  story." 

Pines  noted  that  the  exhibit,  which 
consists  of  photos  and  film  stills,  would 
be  on  view  at  the  US  Congress  after  it 
leaves  Boston.  "This  is  not  only  an  issue 
about  human  rights,"  she  said.  "It’s  an 
issue  about  jobs."  She  said  "few  govern¬ 
ments  have  been  as  adept  at  manipulat¬ 
ing  the  truth  as  the  People’s  Republic  of 
China." 

"The  PRC  tiger  hasn’t  changed  its 
stripes,"  she  said,  adding  that 
"Catherine’s  only  crime  was  practicing 
her  Catholic  faith." 

Also  speaking  at  the  State  House 
event  was  former  state  senator  and  cur¬ 
rent  deputy  commissioner  of  the 
Metropolitan  District  Commission 
Robert  Hedlund,  who  noted  that  the  US 
is  now  "China’s  biggest  market."  He  sug¬ 
gested  that  in  US  relations  with  China, 
"greed  has  taken  precedence  over 
human  rights,  which  is  what  this  nation 
has  always  stood  for."

When  Euisung  Jang  put 
together  the  first  issue  of  the 
Korean  Magazine,  he  sent  it  out 
to  people,  businesses  and  or¬ 
ganizations  in  the  Korean  com¬ 
munity,  trying  to  draw  their 
interest.  The  former  editor  of  a 
newsletter  of  the  Korean  Church 
in  Newtonville,  Jang’s  venture 
was  a  risky  one  because  he  wasn’t 
sure  how  people  would  react  to 
the  paper  and  also  because  he 
was  initially  using  his  and  his 
wife’s  earnings  to  support  it. 

About  a  year  later,  though, 
the  Korean  Magazine,  an  attrac¬ 
tive  bilingual  Korean-English 
tabloid  publication,  has  gained  a 
supportive  following  and  is  at¬ 
tracting  enough  advertising  to 
allow  Jang,  the  publisher,  and 
Richard  Lee,  the  paper’s  editor, 
to  work  full-time  on  the  paper, 
which  has  a  circulation  of  5,000. 

"It’s  been  very  well  received," 
says  Jang,  who  compiles  each 
issue  in  his  Medford  home. 
"We’re  getting  to  the  point 
where  established  organizations 
are  coming  to  us  to  help  us  with 
finances." 

Readers  of  the  Korean 
Magazine  are  drawn  from  the  es¬ 
timated  20,000  Koreans  living.in 
the  New  England  area.  Jang  es¬ 
timates  that  perhaps  60  percent 
of  the  local  Korean  population 
are  immigrants  and  40  percent 
are  university  students.  Koreans, 
says  Jang,  are  concentrated  in 
Cambridge  and  Andover,  as  well 
as  Boston.  There  are  also  Korean 
communities  in  the  Springfield 
and  Worcester  areas. 

Like  many  bilingual 
newspapers,  the  two  sections  of 
the  paper  have  a  slightly  dif¬ 


ferent  focus.  The  Korean  lan¬ 
guage  section  concentrates  on 
stories  offering  immigrants  prac¬ 
tical  information  to  be  used  in 
everyday  life.  That  could  mean 
providing  information  on  using  a 
telephone,  hiring  a  lawyer, 
buying  insurance,  visas,  religion, 
or  navigating  through  the  local 
school  system.  There  are  also 
profiles  of  Korean  businessmen 
and  news  of  other  local  Asian 
activities,  such  as  "A  Taste  of 
Asia"  or  the  Asian  American 
Unity  Dinner  Gala. 

The  English  section,  in  con¬ 
trast,  includes  thoughtful  essays 
on  a  range  of  subjects  of  concern 
to  Korean  Americans,  including 
the  portrayal  of  Koreans  during 
the  Los  Angeles  riots,  issues  sur¬ 
rounding  the  Korean  War  and 
the  split  between  North  and 
South  Korea,  as  well  as  articles 
on  Korean  writers  and  painters. 
While  the  Korean  language  sec¬ 
tion  focuses  on  daily  life  ac¬ 


tivities,  the  English  section 
offers  a  more  intellectual  ap¬ 
proach,  with  articles  often  con¬ 
tributed  by  academics  and  West 
Coast  journalists.  "The  writers  of 
the  English  section  have  been 
prominent  people,"  says  Lee, 
who  moved  with  his  family  to  the 
US  when  he  was  nine  and  spent 
his  youth  in  Amherst.  "We  rely 
on  people  from  all  over  the 
country  to  write." 

In  the  English  section,  Lee, 
who  studied  poetry  at 
Hampshire  College  in  Amherst 
and  worked  in  his  family’s  busi¬ 
ness  before  teaming  up  with 
Jang,  has  created  a  thoughtful 
and  timely  overview  of  issues 
facing  Korean  Americans  and 
Asians  in  general.  He  says  the 
magazine  has  been  growing  and 
changing  since  its  inception. 
"You  can  clearly  tell  the  evolu¬ 
tion,"  he  says,  explaining  that  the 
newspaper  has ,  developed  sub¬ 
stantially  during  its  first  year  of 
life. 


In  discussing  issues  facing 
Korean  Americans  in  the  US, 
Lee  points  out  that  Koreans  - 
like  other  Asians  -  are  often  per¬ 
ceived  to  be  different  from  other 
Americans,  in  large  part  "be¬ 
cause  of  our  physical  differen¬ 
ces."  Because  of  that,  he  adds, 
Koreans  are  never  considered  as 
being  purely  Americans  and  as  a 
result  will  have  a  more  difficult 
time  assimilating.  "I  don’t  think 
it  will  be  as  easy  as  it  was  for 
Italian  Americans  or  Polish 
Americans,"  he  says. 

At  the  same  time,  he  notes, 
Koreans  also  believe  in  retaining 
those  cultural  characteristics 
they  consider  valuable.  "We’ve 
tried  hard  to  hold  onto  our  cul¬ 
ture  because  there  are  some 
beautiful  aspects  of  being  Asian 
and  Korean,"  says  Lee,  who 
points  to  Korean  culture’s  em¬ 
phasis  on  family  relationships, 
education  and  respect  for  elders 
as  traits  to  be  preserved. 

Lee  points  out  that  these 
same  cultural  characteristics  are 
often  shared  by  other  Asian 
groups  and  suggests  that  Asians 
should  work  together  because 
they  share  these  values  and  also 
because  many  problems  they 
face  in  the  US  are  similar.  He 
points  out,  for  example,  that 
Vincent  Chin,  a  Chinese 
American,  was  beaten  to  death 
because  he  was  mistaken  for  a 
Japanese  American  by  auto 
workers  eager  to  blame  the 
Japanese  for  layoffs  in  the  auto 
industry  in  Detroit. 

At  the  same  time,  "most 
Asians  do  value  family,  do  value 
elders,  do  value  education,"  he 
says.  "So  we  need  to  locate  these

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common  grounds  and  come 
together  as  ethnic  groups  in  this 
country." 

"More  Korean  Americans  are 
becoming  more  aware  that 
they’re  being  perceived  as  Asian 
Americans  rather  than  Korean 
Americans,"  he  continues.  Lee 
also  points  out  that  the  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  Chinese  and 
the  Koreans  has  a  long  history. 
He  notes  that  cultural  exchanges 
often  took  place  and  that 
Chinese  characters,  for  example, 
are  still  sometimes  used  in 
Korean  writing. 

In  discussing  the  local  Korean 
community,  Jang,  who  came  to 
the  US  about  eight  years  ago, 
points  out  that  many  Koreans 
have  small  businesses,  such  as 
electronic  equipment  stores,  dry 
cleaners,  grocery  stores,  and  res¬ 
taurants.  A  typical  Korean  im¬ 
migrant,  says  Lee,  often  has  a 
college  degree  and  sometimes  a 
masters  degree.  "Koreans  who 
come  to  this  country  are  highly 
educated,"  says  Lee,  who  ex¬ 
plains  that  some  sell  their  homes 
in  Korea  and  then  use  the  money 
from  the  sale  to  start  a  business 
in  this  country. 

Others,  he  says,  will  find 
whatever  work  they  can  -  per¬ 
haps  in  a  factory  -  and  save  their 
money  to  start  a  business.  "In 

modest  fashion,"  says  Lee.  "But 
they  do  it  through  hard 
work.. .Nothing  is  ever  given  to 
these  immigrants." 

Though  there  is  no 
Koreatown  in  the  Boston  area, 
there  are  enclaves  of  Korean 
businesses  on  Harvard  Avenue 
in  Allston  and  in  Union  Square 
in  Somerville.  An  important 
point  of  social  contact  for 
Korean  Americans  are  Korean 
Christian  churches,  about  40  of 
which  exist  in  the  area.  There  are 
four  in  the  Harvard  Square  area 
alone,  says  Jang.  Churches  are  a 
place  where  people  seek  help  for 
daily-life  problems  and  "also  a 
place  for  Koreans  to  rediscover 
their  language,"  says  Lee,  who 
adds  that  most  churches  also 
have  Korean  language  schools 
for  children. 

In  recent  months,  Korean 
Americans  have  had  their  share 
of  hard  times,  says  Lee.  During 
last  year’s  Los  Angeles  riots, 
many  Korean  business  people 
saw  their  hard  work  go  up  in 
smoke.  When  they  tried  to 
defend  their  businesses,  the 
media  portrayed  them  unflatter- 
ingly  "as  a  violent  race  of  people," 
says  Lee,  who  explains  that 
Korean  Americans  are  seldom 
involved  with  gangs  or  crime. 
Many  Koreans,  he  says,  were  dis- 
turbed  by  the  way  media 
portrayed  them  during  the  riots, 
pointing  out  that  "Asians  are  not 
proportionately  represented  in 
the  mass  media." 

"Racial  tension  in  this  country 
is  the  biggest  social  problem,"  he 
says.  "And  it’s  affecting  our  kids; 
it’s  affecting  everyone."  He  says 
that  after  the  L.A  riots  many 
Koreans  returned  to  Korea. 
Koreans,  in  fact,  are  not  im¬ 
migrating  to  this  country  in  large 
numbers,  with  most  of  the  im¬ 
migration  having  occurred  in  the 
1970s.  "Korean  people  were  just 
shocked,"  says  Lee  of  the  LA 
riots.  "They  came  over  to  start  a 
new  life."

A  Resident’s  Concern  for  Chinatown’s  Future

I  feel  fear  for  the  old  people 
who  walk  around  the  Parcel  C 
area,  and  for  my  mother  who 
likes  to  go  to  the  Golden  Age 
Center  and  have  lunch.  I  feel  fear 
for  the  kids  that  run  across  the 
street. 

I  feel  sadness  as  another  part 
of  Chinatown  is  no  longer 
Chinatown.  I  feel  sadness  that 
there  has  to  be  arguments  among 
people  of  the  community,  and 
that  my  neighborhood,  my  home, 
is  becoming  no  longer  my  home. 

I  feel  bitter  for  having  at¬ 
tended  both  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)  and  Chinatown  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  meetings  on 
Parcel  C  to  voice  my  opposition, 
only  to  find  that  the  New 
England  Medical  Center  will 
probably  be  getting  the  garage  it 
has  always  wanted  and  that  the 
vision  of  a  community  center 
which  Chinatown  residents 
could  have  called  their  own  may 
now  never  be. 

I  feel  frustration  because 
parts  of  the  community  are 
pitted  against  each  other  again 
over  an  institution  that  has  done 
nothing  but  expand  and  consume 
land,  while  handing  out  its  spare 
change  to  the  Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  pretending  that  it’s  a  gift 
of  gold. 

The  New  England  Medical 
Center  (NEMC)  planned  well. 
For  Chinatown  to  have 


developed  a  community  center 
would  have  taken  time,  more 
time  than  was  available.  NEMC 
perhaps  realized  that  the  lot 
would  eventually  become  avail¬ 
able  if  they  were  patient  and 
waited  for  the  BRA,  strapped  for 
cash,  to  sell  the  land. 

If  NEMC  really  was  planning 
for  the  future  and  really  believed 
that  Parcel  C  would  be  used  for  a 
community  center,  it  would  have 
made  a  greater  effort  to  buy  land 
next  to  the  Don  Bosco  High 
School,  opposite  its  new 
Washington  Street  building,  for 
their  garage.  They  could  also 
have  expanded  the  Herald  Street 
garage  or  built  a  garage  as  part  of 
their  current  project. 


But  no,  NEMC  will  have  what 
it  always  wanted  -  Parcel  C.  For 
all  NEMC  says  about  community 
benefits,  there  will  still  be  a 
garage  where  there  was  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  a  community  center. 
The  garage  will  be  there  for  a 
long  time. 

It’s  sad  to  consider  the  benefit 
the  community  receives  com¬ 
pared  to  what  NEMC  will 
receive.  A  garage  can  for  the 
most  part  only  benefit  its  owner. 
It  is  not  going  to  be  an  office 
building  where  Chinatown  busi¬ 
nesses  could  find  a  place.  It  is  not 
going  to  be  housing  develop¬ 
ment  where  people  could  live.  It 
is  not  going  to  be  a  park  where 
people  could  enjoy  the  outdoors.

Chinese  reaction. 

Shen,  however,  believes  that 
he  did  the  right  thing  in  return¬ 
ing  and  says  that  democracy  ac¬ 
tivists  in  China  knew  of  the  risks 
involved  and  were  willing  to  take 
them. 

Shen  was  arrested  with  two 
other  people  shortly  before  he 
planned  to  hold  a  news  con¬ 
ference  in  Beijing  explaining  why 
he  had  returned  to  China  and 
announcing  the  opening  of  a 
Democracy  For  China  Fund  of¬ 
fice  in  Beijing.  Shen,  who  is 
founder  and  chairperson  of  the 
Newton-based  Democracy  For 
China  Fund,  was  held  for  54  days 
before  being  released.  Qi  Da 
Feng,  who  was  arrested  with  him, 
was  sentenced  to  two  years  in 
prison. 

"It’s  a  test,"  says  Shen,  cur¬ 
rently  a  doctoral  candidate  in 
political  science  at  Boston 
University.  He  was,  he  adds, 
"testing  the  new  limit  of  political 
dissent"  in  China.  Shen  points 
out  that  overseas  Chinese  stu¬ 
dents  call  themselves  exiles, 


temporary.  "When  we  call  our¬ 
selves  exiles  that  means  one  day 
we  will  return,"  he  says,  adding 
that  he  wanted  to  test  what  the 
Chinese  Government  would 
tolerate  in  the  way  of  democracy. 

In  recent  months  the  Chinese 
Government  has  been  trying  to 
portray  itself  as  being  more 
benevolent  and  tolerant  of  dis¬ 
sent  than  it  actually  is  because 
China  is  eager  to  host  the  year 
2000  Olympics.  "The  regime 
wants  to  put  up  a  nice  front  to  the 
West,"  he  says.  "They  would 
never  have  imagined  that  I  would 
return  to  China." 

Though  recognizing  that 
some  people  have  criticized  him 
for  being  naive  in  believing  that 
he  could  return  to  China  and 
speak  openly  about  democracy 
there,  Shen  nevertheless 
believes  that  he  took  an  impor¬ 
tant  step  in  confronting  the  cur¬ 
rent  regime.  "I  am  naive  because 
I  think  that’s  what  it  takes  to 
force  a  new  limit,"  he  says.  "Yes, 
some  people  say  revolution  is 
not  a  press  conference." 

Shen’s  decision  to  return  to 
China  was  planned  carefully  and 
had  the  support  of  people  in 
China  who  recognized  there 
were  risks  involved  in  the  under¬ 


lie  says  of  some  democracy  ac¬ 
tivists.  Each  interview  with 
democracy  activists  was  ar¬ 
ranged  beforehand,  he  says. 

Shen  went  to  China  with  a 
number  of  jounalists  who  filmed 
much  of  his  activity  along  the 
way.  Though  Chinese  police  con¬ 
fiscated  15  videotapes  contain¬ 
ing  footage  of  public  events,  61 
others  were  smuggled  out  of  the 
country  and  were  made  into  two 
documentaries,  one  on  human 
rights  abuses  in  China  and  a 
second  on  Shen’s  return  home. 

Twelve  people  who  had  con¬ 
tact  with  him  in  China  had  to  flee 
England  via  Hong  Kong .  Seven 
others  were  arrested,  including 
the  two  who  were  arrested  with 
him,  though  all  but  one  has  been 
released.  The  one  still  jailed  -  Qi 
Da  Feng  -  would  probably  be 
released  within  a  year,  he  says. 

Although  Shen  himself  was 
taking  a  risk  in  returning,  he  was 
also  aware  that  the  Chinese 
Government  would  perhaps  be 
reluctant  to  take  stern  action 
against  him  out  of  fear  of  inter¬ 
national  criticism.  To  avoid 
trouble  on  this  front,  many  offi¬ 
cials  in  China  were  eager  to 
release  him.  "A  lot  of  provincial 
leaders  said  we’d  better  let  Shen 
Tong  go,"  he  says. 

In  going  to  China, Shen’s 
other  objectives  were  to  docu¬ 
ment  human  rights  abuses  and 
political  repression  as  well  as 
offer  support  to  underground  ac¬ 
tivists.  In  his  travels  through  the 
country,  which  he  at  one  point 
termed  a  "police  state,"  he  found 
evidence  of  arbitrary  retention, 
torture  and  forced  labor.  He  said 
that  torture  is  being  carried  out 
in  Chinese  jails  to  a  greater  ex¬ 
tent  than  is  currently  thought  in 
the  West.  He  says  that  "millions 
not  formally  sentenced"  are 
detained  in  re-education  camps, 
which  are  part  of  the  "Laogai"

It  will  be  a  garage  with  the  poten¬ 
tial  to  earn  money  for  NEMC. 

I’ve  done  the  simple  calcula¬ 
tion  over  and  over  again.  Four- 
hundred  cars  multiplied  by  $10  a 
day  for  parking  amounts  to 
$4,000  a  day.  If  the  garage  is  only 
open  for  six  days  a  week  that 
means  $24,000  a  week.  Multiply 
that  by  52  weeks  and  you  get  a 
grand  total  of  $1.2  million. 

The  cost  of  construction, 
maintenance,  and  community 
benefits  could  be  repaid  in  six  to 
eight  years.  I  think  this  must  be 
acceptable  to  NEMC  because 
the  garage  will  have  a  life  span  of 
20  years  or  more. 

In  the  short  term,  the  money 
NEMC  would  contribute  to  the 
community  as  part  of  the  arran¬ 
gement  would  benefit  com¬ 
munity  agencies  and  the 
programs  they  run,  which  is  a 
good  thing.  But  once  that  money 
is  gone,  the  "benefit"  is  truly 
gone.  The  $1.8  million  is  a  lot  of 
money  but  it’s  hard  to  believe 
that  it  would  be  enough  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  building,  renovate  it,  and 
provide  space  for  all  the  com¬ 
munity  agencies  who  would  like 
to  use  it. 

So  I  feel  anger  for  what 
NEMC  has  done  and  continues 
to  do  to  my  home.  Chinatown 
really  has  no  room  to  expand. 
The  community  is  bounded  by 
downtown  businesses,  the 
theater  district,  and  the  ex¬ 
pressway.  And  once  NEMC  has 


finished  building  its  facility  on 
Washington  Street,  the  theater 
district  will  no  longer  be  a  bor¬ 
der.  NEMC  will  be  the  new  bor¬ 
der,  because  everything  from 
Oak  Street  to  Kneeland  Street 
will  belong  to  NEMC.  It  will  be 
one  big  wall  of  buildings. 

Parcel  C  is  just  a  small  plot  of 
land,  but  it  can  represent  a  lot.  It 
represents  to  me  in  some  way  the 
future.  The  community  is  getting 
older  and  people  continue  to 
come  here.  To  have  built  a  place 
that  people  could  have  called  a 
real  "community"  center  would 
have  been  a  significant  step  for 
Chinatown;  it  would  have  given 
everyone  some  kind  of  assurance 
that  the  community  would  sur¬ 
vive.  If  the  community  could 
build  a  lasting  institution  like  a 
community  center  to  support  it¬ 
self,  then  the  community  that  I 
and  many  others  grew  up  in 
would  have  a  long  life  -  would 
have  a  future. 

But  the  future  I  see  now  seems 
bleak.  In  the  past,  when  I  walked 
out  of  the  Tai  Tung  Village 
courtyard,  I  used  to  see  the  old 
houses  facing  me  on  Harrison 
Avenue.  But  now  all  I  really  see 
is  the  looming  shadow  of 
NEMC’s  new  building.  It  towers 
over  them  -  it  towers  over  us.

"We  had  interviews  with 
released  political  prisoners,"  says 
Shen,  who  explained  that  he  was 
told  of  torture  in  prisons  and  the 
harassment  of  the  family  mem¬ 
bers  of  prisoners.  The 
Democracy  For  China  Fund,  he 
says,  is  making  an  effort  to  learn 
the  names  of  political  prisoners 
in  order  to  make  their  plight 
more  real  to  the  outside  world. 

Shen  says  he  found  many  "very 
politically  motivated  people"  in 
China,  who  "politically  don’t 
have  much  power"  but  remain 
united  in  their  opposition  to  the 
current  regime. 

Although  some  level  of  politi¬ 
cal  apathy  seems  to  exist  in  China 
today  as  the  current  focus  turns 
to  economic  development,  Shen 
believes  that  the  democracy 
movement  will  continue  over  the 
long  term.  Shen  points  out  that 
the  democracy  movement  in 
China  has  been  underway  for 
some  time  now,  starting  with  the 
Democracy  Wall  Movement  of 
1978  and  1979,  and  reaching  a 
high  point  with  the  Tiananmen 
Square  demonstrations  of  1989. 
He  points  out  that  it  took  East¬ 
ern  Europe  many  years  to  throw 
off  communism,  with  the  Hun¬ 
garians,  for  example,  rebelling  as 
early  as  1956. 

Shen  points  out  that  "the 
regime  [in  China]  survives  be¬ 
cause  there’s  no  alternative"  and 
that  it  uses  "nationalism  to  jus¬ 
tify  its  legitimacy"  when  it  feels 
threatened  by  criticism  at  home 
and  abroad.  But,  he  adds,  "politi¬ 
cally  it’s  a  vulnerable  regime." 
Shen  believes  that  the  "dissident 
community  inside  and  outside 
does  have  a  certain  leverage"  and 
suggests  that  he  uses  this 
leverage  to  put  pressure  on 


China. 

Shen  recently  found  himself 
involved  in  yet  another  skirmish 
with  the  Chinese  Government 
when  he  attempted  to  speak  at 
the  United  Nations.  "I’m  the  first 
one  that  was  barred"  in  40  years, 
he  says  of  UN  Secretary  General 
Boutros-Boutros  Gali’s 
decision  to  bar  him  from  speak¬ 
ing  to  the  United  Nations  cor¬ 
respondents  association 
following  protests  by  the 
Chinese  Government.  He 
managed,  however,  to  hold  a 
news  conference  at  a  nearby  site. 

Shen  was  also  recently  invited 
by  President  Clinton  to  attend 
the  ceremony  in  which  the  Presi¬ 
dent  renewed  China’s  most- 
favored-nation  trading  status. 
This  year,  however,  Clinton  at¬ 
tached  conditions  to  the  renewal 
that  require  China  to  make  im¬ 
provements  in  its  human  rights 
record  over  the  next  year.  The 
Clinton  approach,  in  which  con¬ 
ditions  have  been  attached,  is  an 
improvement  over  the  Bush  Ad¬ 
ministration  approach,  says 
Shen. 

Looking  to  the  future,  the 
question  still  remains  whether 
China  can  one  day  join  the  ranks 
of  the  world’s  democracies.  "All 
variables  and  imponderables 
considered,  it  is  probably  safe  to 
predict  that  a  fundamental 
political  change  will  occur  -  per¬ 
haps  quite  soon  -  that  will  end 
the  current  regime  in  China," 
writes  Shen  in  a  recent  article  in 
World  Affairs  quarterly. 

But,  he  writes,  "looking  at 
China  as  a  whole,  it  remains 
quite  unclear  whether,  after  the 
regime  breaks  down,  democracy 
will  be  installed,"  though,  he 
adds,  there  are  grounds  to  hope 
that  "auguries  for  the  future  are 
-  on  balance  -  favorable  to  a 
democratic  China."

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A  Chance  to  Taste  the  Emperor’s  Dinner 


The  emperor  of  China’s  din¬ 
ner  was  so  elaborate  that  it  had 
to  be  laid  out  on  six  or  seven 
tables.  Although  the  special  im¬ 
perial  dinners  served  at  several 
local  Chinese  restaurants  in  the 
spring  didn’t  go  quite  so  far,  they 
did  offer  patrons  the  chance  to 
sample  food  prepared  by  Beijing 
chefs  who  have  carried  on  the 
tradition  of  the  emperor’s 
kitchen. 

And  while  the  dinners  were 
meant  to  offer  restaurant 
patrons  an  introduction  to 
Chinese  dishes  not  usually 
served  in  Chinese  American  res¬ 
taurants,  they  were  also  meant  to 
expand  the  skill  and  vision  of 
local  Chinese  chefs  and,  in  the 
process,  expand  the  scope  of 
Chinese- American  cuisine. 

Sally  Ling’s  restaurant  of  Bos¬ 
ton  and  Weylu’s  of  Saugus 
hosted  the  imperial  dinners, 
which  were  prepared  by  the  chefs 
of  Beijing’s  Fang  Shan  Res¬ 
taurant  (Fang  Shan  means  res¬ 
taurant  imitating  the  imperial 
kitchen).  The  restaurant  was 
opened  in  1925  under  govern¬ 
ment  supervision  by  one  of  the 
servants  of  China’s  last  emperor,

Pu  Yi,  following  his  expulsion 
from  the  Forbidden  City  in  Beij¬ 
ing.  Even  after  the  Communist 
Party  came  to  power  the  res¬ 
taurant  continued  to  serve  the 
powerful,  this  time  the  high  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  Communist  Party. 

"We  just  want  to  let 
Americans  know  Chinese  food, 
because  food  is  part  of  the  cul¬ 
ture,"  said  Yu  Di,  whose  Sino- 
American  TranServ,  Inc.  has 
been  organizing  the  banquets  in 


Chinese  restaurants  across  the 
country.  Yu  said  that  Pu  Yi’s 
younger  brother,  Pu  Jie,  who  is 
now  86  and  still  lives  in  Beijing, 
provided  the  organizers  with 
details  of  the  imperial  banquets. 

According  to  Pu  Jie:  "The  size 
of  each  meal  was  such  that  it  had 
to  be  laid  out  on  six  or  seven 
tables.  There  were  several 
dozens  of  main  dishes,  three  or 
four  varieties  of  rice,  five  or  six 
kinds  of  porridge  and  many  side 


dishes.  In  addition,  the  four  high 
consorts  provided  over  20  spe¬ 
cially  cooked  homely  dishes.  The 

imperial  kitchen  was  called  the 
Imperial  Viands  House  and  it 
served  only  the  emperor." 

Pu  said  that  when  the 
emperor  called  for  his  food, 
eunuchs  would  relay  the  message 
to  the  kitchen.  To  make  sure  the 
emperor’s  food  was  not 
poisoned,  two  eunuchs  were  as¬ 
signed  to  taste  the  food  before  it 
was  served  to  him. 

The  food  served  at  the  Im¬ 
perial  Tasting  at  Weylu’s  in 
Saugus  -  which  seemed  an  ap¬ 
propriate  setting  since  it  was 
designed  as  a  replica  of  the  Im¬ 
perial  Palace  -  included  chicken 
and  duck  served  with  peanut 
sauce,  fish,  shrimp,  and  a  variety 
of  appetizer-like  dishes,  such  as 
soft-shelled  egg  rolls.  Small 
pastries  were  served  as  dessert. 

Whether  the  food  lived  up  to 
"royal"  standards  was  perhaps 
debatable,  but  it  was  noted  by  the 
master  of  ceremonies  that  the 
chefs  had  difficulty  preparing 
some  dishes  because  they  were 
unable  to  find  the  correct  in¬ 
gredients  here. 


In  a  lecture  preceding  the 
tasting  at  Weylu’s,  it  was  pointed 
out  that  the  earliest  Chinese 
food  developed  in  America  was 
often  prepared  by  cooks  with 
limited  cooking  skills  and  train¬ 
ing.  At  the  same  time,  the  ear¬ 
liest  Chinese  cooks  in  America 
were  also  trying  to  create  dishes 
that  would  appeal  to  the 
American  palette.  It  was  noted, 
however,  that  Chinese  food  in 
America  hasn’t  always  lived  up 
to  the  standards  set  by  original 
Chinese  cuisine,  which  has  a 
5,000  year  history  and  has  served 
as  the  basis  for  Japanese,  Cam¬ 
bodian,  Thai  and  Korean 
cuisines. 

Although  much  of  the  food 
served  at  the  imperial  dinners  in 
Boston  seemed  to  be  northern- 
style  Chinese  food,  the  food 
served  at  the  emperor’s  table  was 
said  to  have  been  prepared  by 
cooks  drawn  from  all  regions  of 
China,  thus  ensuring  that  the 
emperor  wasn’t  deprived  of  any¬ 
thing.

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New  Restaurant  Activity  in  Chinatown 


Two  new  restaurants  recently 
opened  in  Chinatown  have  at 
least  one  thing  in  common:  both 
are  serving  cafeteria-style  food  at 
economy  prices,  which  seems  to 
be  a  trend  for  these  still-uncer¬ 
tain  economic  times. 

Wings  Kitchen  at  23  Hudson 
Street  was  the  first  of  the  two  to 
open  in  April.  Located  in  a  base¬ 
ment-level  store  that  was  once  an 
electronics  shop,  Wings  Kitchen 
is  a  small  but  comfortable  res¬ 
taurant  specializing  in  Can- 
tonese-style  take-out  food, 
though  the  restaurant  also  has  a 
limited  number  of  tables  for  cus¬ 
tomers  who  want  to  sit  down  to 
eat. 

Chan  Kwong,  the  shop’s 
owner,  also  owns  two  restaurants 
in  North  Carolina,  where  he  ser¬ 
ves  northern-style  Chinese  food. 
He  says  he  moved  to  Boston  to 
join  other  family  members  who 
live  in  the  area,  including  one 
who  runs  Wings  Communica¬ 
tion  and  another  who  runs 
Wings  Flower  Exchange,  both  of 
which  are  located  at  Washington 
Street  and  Essex  Street  at  the 
edge  of  Chinatown.  Chan 
describes  his  own  shop  as  a  fami¬ 
ly  business,  with  family  members 
working  with  him. 

The  way  I  look  at  it  this  kind 
of  business  will  do  well  in 
Chinatown,"  says  Chan,  who 
adds  that  his  food  is  prepared 
quickly.  He  says  it  is  also  inex¬ 
pensive  and  includes  Hong 
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Wing’s  Kitchen  on  Hudson  Street. 


Kong-style  barbecue  and  lo 
mein.  He  is  confident  that  the 
style  of  food  he’s  serving  is  some¬ 
what  different  from  the  usual 
Chinatown  fare. 

Chan  is  optimistic  about  his 
business  and  says  that  the  cus¬ 
tomers  have  been  keeping  him 
busy  already.  "I’m  doing  pretty 
well,"  he  says.  "Running  a  busi¬ 
ness  is  always  a  risk,"  he  adds. 
"But  it’s  worth  taking  a  chance." 
The  prices  at  Wings  Kitchen  are 
probably  as  reasonable  as  you’ll 
find  anywhere  in  Chinatown. 
The  restaurant  is  also  serving 
traditional  Chinese  breakfast 
foods,  with  various  kinds  of  fun 
and  congee  on  the  menu.  The 
restaurant  is  open  from  8  am  to 
8  pm. 


Born  in  Hong  Kong,  Chan 
says  he  tries  to  be  attentive  to 
customer  feedback  and  em¬ 
phasizes  that  the  key  to  running 
a  good  business  is  making  sure 
you  put  out  a  product  that  keeps 
the  customer  happy.  If  it’s  not 
good  enough,  he  says,  he’ll  do  his 
best  to  improve  it. 

Though  he  doesn’t  see  him¬ 
self  following  any  trend  toward 
lower  prices  and  faster  service, 
he  admits  that  his  expenses  can 
be  kept  low  because  he’s  located 
in  a  small  space,  has  counter  ser¬ 
vice,  and  doesn’t  need  to  buy  too 
much  equipment  or  hire  tool 
many  employees.  He  says  it  took 
maybe  $150,000  to  get  the  shop 
off  the  ground. 


Also  opening  in  April  -  a  week  I 
after  Wings  Kitchen  -  was  the 
People’s  Cafeteria,  at  21-23 
Edinboro  Street  in  Chinatown. 
The  Cafeteria  is  also  a  reasonab¬ 
ly  priced  restaurant  with  counter 
service.  Though  table  service  is 
available,  tipping  isn’t  allowed. 
The  restaurant  runs  lunch  spe¬ 
cials  for  $3.75  and  family  dinners 
to  feed  at  least  three  people  from 
$10.95  to  $12.95  after  4  pm. 

The  People’s  Cafeteria  is  lo¬ 
cated  in  space  which  was  once 
the  site  of  the  China  Gate  Res¬ 
taurant.  Sam  Lau,  one  of  the 
restaurant’s  owners,  says  the 
Cafeteria  should  appeal  to 
people  who  don’t  want  to  spend 
too  much  for  a  meal.  It’s  the  in¬ 
formal  quality  of  the  restaurant 
that  should  set  it  apart  from 
other,  more  formal  restaurants 
nearby,  he  says.  Newly 
renovated,  the  People’s 
Cafeteria  is  a  roomy  and  bright 
restaurant  with  many  tables. 

Co-owner  and  manager  Jim 
Chen  says  the  restaurant  also 
serves  coffee  and  pastries  in  an 
effort  to  attract  some  of  the  res¬ 
taurant  workers  who  drop  into 
Chinatown  coffee  shops  before 
climbing  on  vans  and  heading  for 
work. 

The  restaurant’s  co-owner 
and  chef  is  Jin  Quen  Ma,  who  has 
worked  for  many  Chinatown  res- 
|  taurants,  including  the  Imperial 
Tea  House  and  the  China  Pearl. 

!  Barbecue  as  well  as  both  Can¬ 


tonese-  and  Mandarin-style  food 
are  served,  says  Lau. 

Lau  says  that  the  name  of  the 
restaurant  -  The  People’s 
Cafeteria  -  was  chosen  in  part 
because  its  owners  are  from 
mainland  China  and  also  be¬ 
cause  they’re  trying  to  appeal  to 
ordinary  people  who  don’t  want 
to  spend  too  much  on  a  meal. 
"We  want  working  people  to 
have  a  place  to  go,"  says  Lau.  The 
restaurant  is  open  from  9:30  am 
to  10  pm. 

The  People’s  Cafeteria  also 
appears  to  be  part  of  a  trend  to 
create  cafeteria-style  restaurants 
that  serve  inexpensive  food. 
With  limited  table  service,  the 
owners  don’t  have  to  hire  too 
many  people.  Lau  says  they’re 
also  hiring  more  part-time 
people  to  work  during  dinner 
hours  to  reduce  expenses. 

In  other  restaurant  news,  the 
Imperial  Seafood  Restaurant 
(formerly  called  the  Imperial 
Tea  House)  on  Beach  Street  has 
undergone  a  facelift  as  well  as 
interior  renovations.  The  China 
Pearl  Restaurant  on  Tyler  Street 
is  also  in  the  process  of  expand¬ 
ing  its  facilities  to  another  floor. 
And  a  new  restaurant  will  be 
opening  at  the  Hudson  Street 
location  of  the  former  Gamsun 
and  Shanghai  Restaurants.  The 
space  is  currently  being 
renovated.

A  team  of  four  third  graders 
from  the  Joseph  P.  Manning 
School  in  Jamaica  Plain  won  first 
place  in  the  first  year  of  the 
Toshiba/NSTA  ExploraVision 
Awards  competition,  the  nation¬ 
al  Science  Teachers 
Association’s  (NSTA)  largest 
science  competition.

The  Boston  students  won 
over  4,000  nationwide  entries  for 
their  innovative  entry, 
"Weather-Pro  2000:  The 
Umbrella  of  the  Future,"  which 
is  a  design  for  an  inflatable 
umbrella  that  stores  neatly  in  a 
wristband.  How  does  the  device 
work?  The  umbrella  and  a  tube 
connecting  it  to  the  wristband  is 
made  of  two  layers  of  a 
transparent  nylon  fabric.  When  a 
button  on  the  wristband  are 
pressed,  helium  from  a  small 
storage  unit  in  the  wristband 
begins  to  seep  between  layers  of 
fabric  until  it  forms  an  umbrella 
shape.  To  deflate  the  umbrella,  a 
battery-operated  vacuum  within 
the  band  sucks  the  helium  out  of 
the  umbrella.  The  students’  win- 
ning  entry  included  a  self- 
produced  video  which  was 
judged  by  an  international  panel 
of  educators  and  scientists.
